High Prices in 
Matsumoto Sale 
Set New Records 


June 28 Auction in Osaka With 
Total of 2,700,000 Yen Ex- 
ceeds in Brilliance the Historic 
Kawasaki and Fujita Sales 


OSAKA—An especially striking proof 
of the permanent values of rare works 
of art was afforded by the brilliant suc- 
cess of the Matsumoto dispersal, which 
was held at the Fine Arts Club in 
Osaka 28. The two hundred 
and seventy paintings, porcelains and 
other rare Chinese and Japanese works 
of art which were offered on this occa- 
sion realized a grand total of 2,700,000 
yen, or about $800,000. This was the 
largest figure ever attained by any col- 
lection sold in Japan at public auction 
and far exceeded the returns of the his-

SEATTLE.—The Seattle Art Mu 
seum, which opened to the public on 
the first of July, gives to the North 
west for the first time a complete and 
important museum, modern in every 
respect, simple in execution, combining 
as excellent a balance of beauty and 
practicality as possible. Not a buildi:

construction, its architecture is aus

Galleries are laid out on one 
and divided into two wings 
by a central garden court devoted to 
sculpture.

many medals and other honors. Rep- 
resentative of the artist’s work in the 
mural field are five interesting panels | 
in the Jersey State Museum at Trenton.

U. S. Customs Court Decision Re: Re- 


pairs on Articles of Antiquity 


Gentlemen: 

An interesting decision was recently 
handed down by the U. 8S. Customs 
Court regarding assessment of duties 
on restorations and repairs of articles 
found to be free of duty as antique, 
produced prior to 1830. 

The quesiion before the U. S. Cus- 
toms Court covered a panel room which 
was entered free of duty. The invoice 
stipulated a charge for burnishing, 
waxing and cleaning of approximately 
$300. The Collector of Customs 
sessed duty on such item, which 
protested by the importer, and when 
the issue was brought to trial in the 
U. S. Customs Court, a decision was 
rendered that in view that cleaning, 
burnishing or waxing was not a physi- 
cal restoration, and could not be classi- 
fied as a separate entity of the room, 
Collector of Customs should not 
have assessed duty, and the amount so

| collected should be refunded. 


The above decision is far-reaching as 
to restoration of antiques in general, 
whether restorations are physical or 
non-physical. Of course, if there is a 
restoration to an antique, i. e., where a 
missing

Mr. Breck’s broad and sympatheti, 
knowledge and his great devotion to 
the interests of his departments made 
him almost invaluable to the museum, 
and in the current Bulletin William 
Sloane Coffin pays the following trip. 
ute to his memory and achievements: 

“For twenty-one years in the service 
of the Museum, at first as an assistant 
curator in the Department of Decora. 
tive Arts and later as curator of that 
department, Lirector of the Cloisters 
and Assistant and Acting Director of 


| the Museum itself, Breck played an ex- 
| tremely important part in the develop. 


ment of its collections and its fabri 
Ingenious, broadly learned, vitally in- 
terested in all of the Museum’s activi- 
| ties, endowed with an amazing mem- 
ory and great quickness of thought, 
Breck gave the utmost of his strength 
and intelligence to the institution in 
which he found both his life and his 
ambition. The Morgan Wing, the gal- 
leries on the second floors of Wings K 
and J, the galleries of mediaeval and 
Renaissance decorative arts, the Clois- 
ters and more recently the new hall 
of mediaeval tapestries are a standing 
testimony to his taste and knowledge 
in installation and arrangement. A 
skilled draughtsman, knowing much of 
architecture and fully acquainted with 
the requirements and desires of the 
Museum, Breck was largely responsible 
for the plans for its future building and 
arrangement. As a collector for the 
Museum his activities ranged over a 
field wider than those of any of his as- 
sociates, covering for many years, with 
the sole exceptions of armor and Euro- 
pean paintings and prints, the arts of 
Christian Europe, of the Mahommedan 
countries and of Hindustan. 





Of all the devoted servants the Mu- 
seum has had, few if any have left a 
more decided mark of personality upon 
it. The that we have suffered 
through his death is as great as it is 
obvious.” 

Herbert Winlock, Director of the 
Metropolitan, whose association with 
Mr. Breck dates back to early days at 
Harvard, paid his personal tribute to 
this faithful friend and associate, in a 
special interview to Tur Art NEws: 

“Commencing with our college days,” 
Mr. Winlock said, “my life and that of 
Joseph Breck have run along in a curi- 
ously parallel course. During our as 
sociation at the museum I have always 
found him the most sympathetic and 
helpful of colleagues. In fact, I may 
say that in the early days of my direc- 
torship I would have found my new 
tasks rather difficult without his help. 
As to his special gifts, I have always 
been struck by his ability to do great 
quantities of work, his extraordinary 
memory and remarkable taste. In my 
opinion he has accomplished more in 
art museum work than any other man 
of his age in America, and it is espe 
cially rare that anyone should be able 
to cover so wide a field without ever 
being tempted to superficiality. 

“Joseph Breck knew that with the 
increase in our collections his field was 
becoming more than any one mat 
| could reasonably cover. While acting 
director, during the interim after E¢- 
ward G. Robinson’s death, he carved 
| out the Near Eastern Department. Had

Joseph Breck was born on February 
9 1855, at Allston, Mass., and went to 
Hal vard, where he studied under Den- 
man Ross. After graduating with high 
honors in 1907 he was awarded the 
Har! Fellowship in the Graduate 
School of Arts and Sciences and worked 
in Florence under Bernard Berenson. 
Returning to America in the fall of 
1908, he spent six months more in the 
Harvard Graduate School and then left 
in February, 1909, to accept a position 
at the Metropolitan. On May 1, 1914,! 
he was appointed Director of the Min- 
neapolis Society of Fine Arts, where he 
did a great deal of constructive work 
and also lectured on art at the Univer- | 
sity of Minnesota. In 1917, when Dr. 
Valentiner returned to Germany, the 
Metropolitan recalled Mr. Breck to} 
serve as curator of the department of 
decorative arts and assistant director. | 
Soon after assuming this post it became 
his task to install the treasures of the|
